EAR]:iVii.i.E, III, June 21.—A terrible 
cyclone aud cloud-burst occurred about 
five miles north of this city shortly after 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon which re- 
sulted in terrible loss of life and prop- 
erty, no less than fifteen people being 
killed aud a number of houses and barns 
entirely demolished. The storm came 
from the southwest and swooped down 
on Field's school house, a ne y building 
standing at the Four Corners, and tore 
ifc to i^ieces. At the time there were but 
eight persons in the school room and all 
were instantly killed. 
Their 
bodies 
were carried some distance, fearfully 
braised and crushed. The names of 
those who perished in the school house 
so far as known are: Miss Maggie Mc- 
Bride, the teacher; Edna Hunt, Jennie 
Eadley, Minnie Berry, Ada Rudolph, 
Lena Prentice, Carrie 
White, Peter 
Reams. 


At Paw Paw the storm carried every- 
thing with it and seventeen persons 
were killed. 
Twenty houses were torn 
to pieces aud the eastern part of the 
town entirely wiped out. Some of the 
victims were carried hundreds of yards 
and mangled almost beyond recognition. 
The force of the cyclone was terrific. 
Nothing remains in its path but bare 
earth, huge trees being torn out and 
carried away. 


The scene when the tempest struck 
the town was full of horror. The village 
was enveloped in a black cloud and a 
fearful roaring was heard. In an in- 
stant the air was full of flying wood and 
timbers and as the temjDest passed 
quickly over, it was seen that the town 
had suffered a fearful stroke. Not a 
thing was left standing in the j^athway 
of tlie cyclone, and where once stood a 
score of comfortable homes, there were 
now but scattered ruins. The name.s of 
the persons killed cannot yet be learned 
as the telegraph 
wires were blown 
down aud there is no communication 
with Paw Paw save by carrier. At 
the 
scene of 
the calamity 
near 
Earlville, search was still going on late 
last night for the bodies of some of 
those who perished in the school house 
as soon as the downpouring subsided so 
that it was possible to get out, those 
living near came to the rescue and 
worked like heroes in the search for the 
dead and dying aud in the rescue of 
horses and stock 
carried into the 
streams. At the school house Jacob 
Rudolph was the ih-st on the scene, and 
in crossing a swollen stream between 
his residence and the school house he 
was carried down and only saved him- 
self by grasping an overhanging limb of 
a willow hedge. While yet in the water 
the bodies of Miss McBride and a little 
girl iioated 
do'wn to him and all 
were 
taken 
out 
together. 
Search- 
ing 
liar ties 
from 
the immediate 
ueigbborliood are now engaged in the 
htuiafc/or the bodies, and others 
from 
this city have endeavored to reach the 
scene, but have been forced to turn 
back. Telegraph communications be- 
tween Earlville aud Paw Paw have been 
cut off and it is not expected that trains 
from the north will be able to reach 
here. 
Earlville is a village of a couple 
of 
thousand inhabitants in Lasalle 
county, Illinois, on the Burlington and 
(¿uiney 
railroad, 
seventy-four miles 
south west of Chicago. 


Leaving the school house at the Four 
Corners the storm swept onward in a 
direction almost straight north, destroy- 
ing everything in its path. 
Occasion- 
ally it lifted, but the whole country 
from near Earlville to Paw Paw, in Lee 
county, 
is marked with ruin. 
At 
least fifty farm 
houses and other 
buildings were wrecked 
and eight 
more 
persons 
killed, 
and 
all 
buildings, 
fences, 
orchards 
and 
crops 
were 
ruined, and the damage 
done was very great. Even the forests 
were unable to resist the terrible force 
of the wind and huge trees were torn up 
bodily or broken down as if they had 
been but reeds. The cyclone continued 
increasing in violence on its way until 
it reached the village of Paw Paw 
Grove when the greatest destruction of 
property was caused. Paw Paw Grove 
is a village of about 400 inhabitants, in 
Leo county, on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quinoy road, about thirty-eight 
miles west of Aurora. 


DIXON, 111., June 21.—A terrible 
cyclone passed through Lee county yes- 
terday afternoon, south of the track 
taken by one of twelve years ago which 
wiped out the town of Lee Centre. 
After a heavy storm of twenty-four 
hours, a heavy cloud was noticed in the 
northwest, which soon developed into a 
terrible cyclone, which passed through 
Sublette, taking over one-half of the 
town. Churches, stores and dwellings 
in its path are reported entirely demol- 
ished. 
Ten persons are reported to 
have bean injured, four fatally. 
All 
wires are down and full particulars can- 
not be learned.

President Harrison Opposed to the 
McKinlcy Tariff Bill-The lie- 
bate in the House. 


WASHINGTON, June 
21.—What has 
been known only to a few, became very 
generally known yesterday, and that is 
that the administration has openly ar- 
rayed itself against the passage of the 
M c K i n l e y tariff bill. 
W h i l e Mr. B l a i n e 
was 
before 
the 
senate 
approjiria- 
tion committee 
advocating certain ap- 
priations, he delivered a lecture on polit- 
ical economy to Senator Allison. The 
democratic member of the committee, 
Mr. Blackburn, was delighted with the 
tone of Mr. Blaine's views and at an 
opportune moment he is reported to 
have said, " I wish you were not Mr. 
Secretary and were in this senate to 
raise your voice against this McKinley 
bill." 


Mr. Blaine rei)lied: " I wish so too. 
It is the most dangerous, if not in- 
famous measure that was ever con- 
cocted by any i^arty. The men who 
vote for this bill will wreck the rejjubli- 
can party. If I were in the senate I 
would rather my right arm was torn out 
of its socket than vote for the bill." 


Senator Allison, it is said, feels very 
keenly the weight of resioonsibility the 
secretary put upon him, the more so 
since he had already disclaimed all de- 
sire to bo known as fathering the result 
of the finance committee and labor in 
revising the McKinley bill. 


IN CONGIJKSS. 


There was a buzz of earnest conversa- 
tion in the house when the speaker 
called it to order to day. 
"What will 
be the next move ?" was the single topic 
discussed. The little knot of democratii? 
leaders were gathered 
around Mr. 
Bland's seat, and it was evident that a 
plan of action was l)eing mapj^ed out. 
The rainy weather kei)t many from the 
gal eries, but nevertheless there was a 
fair sprinkling of 
spectators.

speaker announced, immediately after

Mr. Bland said that he wanted to 
withdraw the appeal, but Mr. McKinley 
objected to this. 
This brought Mr. 
Blount, of Georgia, to his feet with a 
question of order. 
He held that the 
business on the speaker's ta])le should 
be disposed of before other business 
could be taken up according to rules. 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, thought Mr. 
Bland had a right to withdraw his ap- 
peal. After a short controvery ib was 
decided that. Mr. McKinley's motion to 
lay Mr. Bland's appeal on the table was 
in order, and on it the ^-eas aud nays 
were ordered. 


33efore the vote was auuouacetl, 
most 
of the democrats who had voted, 
witli- 
drew their votes. 
T h e result was, 
yeas 
116, nays 15, and the apjieal was laid on 
the table. 
Bringing his gavel down on 
the desk several times the speaker iiually 
managed to secure almost perfect quiet. 
Then, rising in his chair, he made a 
long stateme.it concerning his action in 
referring the silver bill to the commit- 
tee on coinage weights aud measures, 
and the subsequent proceedings in the 
house in regard to that action. In con- 
clusion ho announced that the bill had 
been referred according to the rules, to 
the committee on coinage, weights aud 
measures, aud an appeal could bo t ik« n 
from that reference. 
Mr. Bland imme- 
diately ajipealed and Mr. McKinley as 
quickly moved to lay that appeal on the 
tahle, amid shouts of "vote," "vote" 
and no debate. 
Mr. Bland hoped that 
some debate might be allowed and this 
was finally agreed to.

T h e structure of the teeth indicates that 
they 
have 
served 
admirably for t h e 
grinding and mastication of tough, hard 
vegetable substances. 
A broken 
piece 
of one of the tusks measures about nine 
feet eight inches. 
In its complete state 
it must have been from twelve to four- 
teen feet long. 
I t is slightly curved, 
and its circumference at t h e thickest 
part -is twenty-four inches.

some of the bone meusuremenrs:

leg, from the thig-h to the knee jT)int,"

inches; 
circumference, 3o inches; 
two foreleg bc,nes—the humerus—from 
the shoulder-blade to tlie knee joint, 3 
feet four inches in length und 3 feet 4 
inches in circumference.

Mr. Felix Brant, the Siberian exile, who 
some months ago escaped to Canada, is 
being lionized throughout the Dominion. 
He saj's that his first arrest resulted from 
a letter sent to a student, 
who himself 
had been arrested and searched. 
H e was 
21 years of age at that time. 
The gen- 
darmes arrived at the house at midnight 
and roused his mother with their loud 
knocks. 
She opened the door and t h e 
room was instantly filled with officers. 
They asked for her son a n d received 
answer that he was in bed. 
The 
reply 
came, 
' 'Ko matter," and then they be- 
gan the search of all the papers in the 
house, t h e examination 
lasting 
until 
early morning. 
Then he was told to 
dress himself, and taken in a sleigh to 
the secret Police Department at Moscow, 
and thence to St. Petersburg, 
where h e 
was jjut in a solitary cell. 
Me was well 
fed, and could see the courty ard from his 
window, 
but h e had no books and no 
recreation to divert his mind, 
which 
could not fail to brood upon the fact that 
he had been ruthlessly torn away from 
friends and all that made life most dear. 
He got hold of a piece of printed 
paper 
and tried to amuse himself bj^ seeing how 
many words he could make out of each 
word, but when his guard saw that h e 
was thus diverting himselt he . took t h e 
paper away. 
His mother finally con- 
trived to see him, b u t their 
interviews, 
held in the presence of gendarmes, were 
naturally very constrained, a n d they dare 
not mention the names of any mutual 
friends for feai- of getting them 
into 
trouble. 
After eight months of solitary 
confinement he was brought to a trial. 
There was no jury, h e had no lawyer, 
a n d there was no charge explained to 
him. 
He was a m p l y told to go, with- 
out learning t h e w h y or wherefoi-e of his 
aiTcst. 


He 
had only been free about a year 


many narrow esc-.pes f?om 
detection. 
Finally he reached thè Siberian port of 
the Pacific, and found thilt there were 
four foreign ships in port, including an 
English steamer. 
He went on board and 
asked the Captain if he would take a pas- 
senger to Japan. 
He replied "Yes, for 
$25." 
He then told the captain that ho 
had no passport, and asked if that would 
make any difference. 
The Captain hesi- 
tated, an<l he then told him his whole 
story. 
Finally the Captain promised to 
take him, telling him to come on boai-d 
next day. 
When he Avent to the wharf 
the water was so rough that no boatman 
would venture out, anà he was in despair. 
He 
finally, by offering one of them a 
large sum, prevailed upon him to make 
the trip. 
When he got near the steamer 
he saw two Russian officers on board 
talking to the Captain. 
He buried his 
' face in his handkerchief 
and told t h e 
boatman to row to the opposite side of 
the ship. 
When he got there the stew- 
ard whispered him to be quick in getting 
u p the gangway, and once on deck he 
found the ofiicers were not there. T h e 
Captain had seen him coming and taken 
them into the cabin. 
The steward hid 
him until the boat started, and that was 
the 
last solitary confinement 
for him. 
Altogether he has spent seven years iu 
solitary confinement, and his exile in Si- 
beria la.sted for eleven vears.—[New Xork

The land of milk and honey has sadly 
deteriorated 
since t h e days when the 
Israelites took possession of it, Avrites 
Frank 
G. Carpenter in t h e American 
Agriculturist. 
The cattle upon a thou- 
sand hills liaA'c dAvindled to scanty herds, 
and t h e hills themselA'cs, Avhich, once 
terraced like the choicest lands of Italy, 
yielded skins of Avine and tons of fruit, 
have been denuded of their earth by cen- 
turies of rain. 
Such milk as is sold in 
Jerusalem and in the A arious villages of 
the Holy Land is made up of a mixture 
from camels, goats and coaa's, and there 
are probably more cattle on the Western 
Reserve in (^)hio than in all Palestine. 


Compared Avith the rich countries of 
the 
nineteenth 
centur3-, Palestine 
Avas 
never a very ferrile land. 
The Israelites, 
coming out of the de.sert, exaggerated its 
virtues, and described the beauties of the 
country Avith all the exuberance of orien- 
tal imagery. 
It seemed to them a little 
Avorid in itself, and still Palestine is not 
much bigger than some Texas counties. 
The whole land, including that possessed 
by the Philistines and the Israelites, is 
not 
more 
than fifty miles 
wide, and, 
standing on the !Mount of Olives, you can 
see the Mediterranean on one side and 


and of full Turkish trousers and vest un- 
der this.. T h e women, to a large extent, 
•wear t h e blue 
denim, night-go-^n-like 
costijme which you see in Egypt, except 
they d o not veil their faces, unless they 
be Mohammedans. 


The shepherds of Bethlehem are fine- 
looking men, and sheep are tended on the 
plains about the city to-day as they were 
eighteen centuries ago. 
Many of these 
shepherds wear sheepskin coats. 
They 
have their staves in their hands, and they 
drive the sheep into the folds near the 
.villages noAv as they did when Christ Avas 
born. 
The sheep of Palestine are of the 
fat-tailed variety. 
Some of the^ tails, I 
am told, weigh as much as 
thirty-five 
pounds. 
Palestine sheep are Avorth from 
three to five dollars apiece, and a great 
quantity of wool is shipped from Syria 
and Palestine to the United States. In 
the Valley of., the Jordan and along the 
Dead Sea there are many fine pastures, 
and 
about 
three-fourths of a million 
pounds of wool is shipped annually from 
Syria. 
I Avas in Palestine just before the 
shearing time, and I noted that th«j fleeces 
Avere lieaAy. 
The most of the avooI is 
exported unwashed, and the bulk of it 
goes to the United States. 
The wool is 
sometimes washed after it is cut from the 
sheep. 
The washing is done by women, 
who are paid from eight t o ten cents a 
day for it. Wages are low all over Pales- 
tine. You can get a farm-hand for twenty- 
five cents a day.

Africans in dirty-Avhite 
haiks, or 
cloaks Avith hoods, dancing and yelling 
and throwing their arms, legs and bodies

and the sheik or ruler of the village often 
acts as judge and tax-gatherer. 
lie is re- 
sponsi^ile to the Sultan for the Avell-doing 
and the revenues of his subjects.

outside of many of the villages there is a 
tlft-eshing floor, Avhere the grain is trod- 
den out or flailed out as it was threshed 
in the days of the Scriptures.

who owns the land furnishes the seed and 
the animals to till the crop. 
The farmer 
gives his labor and his skill, and receiA-es 
one-fourth of the crop, the oAvncr of the 
land getting the other three-fourths and 
paying the taxes. The farmers pay a mili- 
tary tax also. 
They pay taxes on their 
donkeys and other animals, and there are 
import and export taxes. 
In my Avan- 
derings about Jerusalem I found a couple 
of Turkish soldiers at each gate, and I 
noted that every chicken and every head 
of lettuce that Avas carried into the city 
for sale paid a tax before it passed within 
the walls. I saw a farmer go in one day 
Avith a little donkey not bigger than a 
Newfoundland dog, loaded with about a 
bushel of gnarled olive roots. 
Thej' were 
for fuel, and he expected to sell them for 
tAventy-five cents in the market near Da- 
vid's toAver. He was stopped and charged 
three cents duty before he was permitted 
to pass. 
Thus'^it is Avith everything sal- 
able. 


The Philistines had, by all odds, the 
best lands in Palestine. 
The plains of 
Sharon have been worked ever since the 
days of Abraham, and they produce the 
richest of crops to-day. 
The soil is a 
deep broAvn loam, and I found the farm- 
ers plowing when I visited it in May. 
The implements u s e d Avere the same as 
those of the time of Christ. 
There Avas 
the wooden 
plow, Avith its point shod 
with iron and with its single handle, which 
the plowman held with one hand Avhile he 
walked 
behind his donkey or ox. H e 
had a long goad in the other hand,to stir 
up the beast, and the words of the Scrip- 
ture about the man putting his hand t o 
the plow are applicable to this. 
In one 
of the fields I saw a camel hitched to a 
plow, and the great, ungainly beast sham- 
bled u p and down the field with a sullen 
air. 


There are no big bank-barns in Pales- 
tine. 
The grain is either kept in t h e 
houses, and in some districts stowed away 
in tombs and caves, or packed down into 
boxes made of mud. 
The hills of Pales- 
tine are full of caves, and the houses of 
the people are little better than holes cut 
into the rock. 
Many of the villages are 
built against the sides of a hill, so that 
the hill forms one side of the house, and 
the cattle and sheep are often kept in the 
same room in which' the people sleep. 


The food of the people is of the cheap- 
est variety. 
Whole families live on from 
fifty 
to seventy-five dollars a year, and 
the clothing of a village would not ex- 
haust the stock of a country dry goods 
store. 
Only one man in .twenty wears 
shoes, and the most common garment 
among the peasants is. a woolen blanket 
of bl/^k^tpd white stripes, nwde atWroe, 


Does a dismembered limb retain sensi- 
tiveness? 
Many persons hold firmly that 
it does. 
Their belief is apparently sus- 
tained by those strange and vivid imagin- 
ings of persons Avho have lost a hand or 
foot, and declare positively that 
they 
have feelings in the fingers or toes of the 
lost member.

Such cases are frequent, and Edgar Bei-- 
gen, a tAvelve-year-old boy who li\^es at 
240 West Michigan street is an example. 
He was taking a ride on the cars in t h e 
Big Four yards when he slipped. He was 
dragged some distance, but could not 
maintain a safe position, and his left foot' 
was cut off above the ankle, remaining in 
the shoe. 
The boy was taken home, and 
his left foot amputated just below the 
knee. The foot was taken to Crown Hill 
and buried in a lot near his mother's 
grave. 
The little fellow bore his pains 
bravely and never lost consciousness, but 
he complains frequently that the toes of 
his dismembered foot are cramped, and 
the foot seems still t o be in position. 
The foot was placed in a cramped position 
in ^ e box in which it was buried, and a 
member of the household declares that 
this accounts for the boy's sensations, and 
recalls cases which she thinks confirm 
this view. 
There is some thought of ex- 
huming the foot and reburying i t with 
the toes straight.—[Indianapolis News.

Everyone who has 
ridden

cars has wondered often how fast the 
train was running, and often an entire 
coach-load of passengers will manifest 
a great 
interest in the rate of speed 
the train is making. 
There are three 
ways of getting at this with tolerable 
accuracy. 
The first is to watch for the 
passage of the train by the large white 
mile-posts with black figures on them, 
then divide three thousand 
six 
hun- 
dred by the time in seconds between 
posts. 
The result is the speed in miles 
per hour. 
Again, when by reason of 
darkness, 
or 
other 
causes, 
the 
above 
is 
impossible, 
listen 
atten- 
tively 
until 
the 
ear 
distinguishes 
distii^otly the click, click, click of the 
car wheel as it 
passes over the rail 
joint. 
The number of clicks on one 
side of the car in twenty seconds is the 
speed in miles per hour, where the 
rails are thirty feet in length, which is 
generally the case. 
Finally, count the 
number of telegraph poles j^assed in 
two minutes, if there are four or five 
wires to a pole, and in two minutes and 
twenty seconds if there are only two 
lines per pole; the number of poles 
passed is the number of miles j)er hour 
the train is traveling.

To obtain light instantly without the 
use of matches, and obviating the dan- 
ger of setting things on fire, take an 
oblong vial of the clearest glass, put 
into it 
a 
piece of 
phosphorus

the purest cotton-seed oil, heated to 
100 deg. centigrade, 
filling 
the vial 
about one-thii-d full, then cork tightly. 
To use it, remove the cork and allow'a 
little air to enter the vial, then recork 
it.

W h a t is food for one may be poisoii 
for another. 
This is well exemplified 
in watching some of the natural provi- 
sions and characteristic peculiarities of 
certain forms of insect life.

bee. 
I n my conservatory window one 
of each was seen on a blossom, each 
eagerly seeking for something.

they had worked diligently for a few 
minutes, during which time they met 
and passed often, the one seemingly 
found abundant pasturage on the spot 
vacated by the other. 
As they were 
2:>assing away, apj^arently filled, they 
were caught, chloroformed, and chem- 
ically examined. 
As expected, the bee 
contained nothing but honey, 
pollen, 
etc., the usual fruits of the worker's 
life; the spider, on 
the other 
hand, 
showed a stomach perfectly empty, and 
evidently was going in search of food 
when leaving the blossom upon which 
it 
and 
the 
honey-bee 
had 
appar- 
ently 
been 
feeding. 
More 
intricate 
examination being made, an alkaloid, 
and .one of the most energetic poisons 
known, 
was 
found in a 
receptacle, 
which was filled to repletion. 
Both 
these insects—one in search of honey, 
the other of poison—fed on the same 
flower, 
found what they sought, and 
turned away satisfied—a j)eculiar trans- 
formation, and

I t was the remark of a man who had 
done a good deal of public service of 
that sort which is wholly unremunera- 
tive, and which must be done from a 
pure 
love of seeing 
abuses righted, 
that everybody would apply himself to 
the righting of public abuses were 
it 
only generally known how easily things 
of this sort 
can 
be done. 
"The first 
time I undertook anything of this sort," 
he said, " I went into it without 
the 
slightest hope of really accomplishing 
anything more than the easing of my 
own conscience, and possibly of pre- 
paring 
the way for some one 
who 
should come after me and finish what 
I could not more than begin; b u t 
to 
my 
astonishment 
I 
discovered 
that 
after all one has onty to set to work to 
do about what he will. 
The public is 
BO ill-served because it is too indolent 
to take the trouble to find out t h a t 
it 
may 
have most of the abuses which 
torment 
it 
remedied almost for the 
asking." 


It is feared that this view is not to 
be taken too literally. It was probably 
too highly colored by personal experi- 
ence to be reliable as far as the public 
in general goes. 
And yet it is un- 
doubtedly true that the people who 
hold back from the attempt to have the 
nnpleasant 
and undesirable 
things 
wluch vex the 
community 
righted 
would be amazed at the things the^ 
could do if they would bat try. 
It is 


often the mere starts that cmt, as has 
Been so continuously remi» ':ed .by 
the proverb mongers for hux-d.eds of 
years. 


I n matters touching the well being 
of the community, it is almost always 
to those who are anxious to retain some 
hardly bought political preferment that 
one must apply for relief; and the feai: 
of offending a possible voter is in itself 
not 
infrequently sufficient to 
bring 
matters about. I t is to be noted, more- 
over, that as a rule j^eople are good- 
natured enough to be willing to do any- 
thing for the public good if it is not 
too much trouble, and the amount of 
urging in such a case not usually large 
that is needed to bring them up to the 
working point. 
The reason that things 
go undone is because x:»eople in general 
are persuaded that it is of no use to 
trouble themselves about them, Avhile 
people in particular are apt to be so 
engrossed in following out their private 
affairs that they have no time to give 
to the righting of public wrongs, even 
though so doing may be their manifest 
and individual duty. 
If only folk will 
take hold with a will it is not essential 
that they have a great deal of influence 
or power, but they can effect a good 
deal simply by making a beginning— 
by taking that 
first 
step which pro- 
verbially costs.—Boston 
Courier. 


A Famous Ohio Poet. 


Captain George W. Cutter, author 
of "The Song of Steam," " E Pluribus 
Unum," "Never, Never!" and 
many 
other bold and 
stirring hymns, was 
born in Kentucky, though much of his 
life was spent in Cincinnati. 
H e was 
a gallant soldier in the Mexican 
war, 
an eloquent and learned barrister and 
a most entertaining companion. 
For 
charm of conception, choiceness of ex- 
pression and 'vigorous language some 
of his poems will rank with anything 
in our language. 
But he was a victim 
of intemperance. 


His poems, "Never, Never!" and " E 
Pluribus Unum" were set to 
music 
dui'ing our civil war, and sung every- 
where in the North, with the most in- 
spiring effect. 
Probably no song ever 
thi'illed a nation to a greater 
extent 
than that of " E Pluribus Unum." 
I 
remember once during the war hearing 
it sung in Cincinnati by a choir of 200 
voices at a patriotic meeting of some 
ten thousand persons in a grove, and 
can never forget the grand effect on 
the audience, as each singer, with a 
flag raised in his hand, sang with thrill- 
ing effect the last verse: 


Then up with our flag! Let it stream in the air, 
Though our fathers are cold in their graves ; 
Tney had hands that could strike, they had soula 


that could dare, 
And they were not born to be slaves. 
Up: up! with that banner, where'er it may^all, 
Our millions shall rally around ; 
And a nation of freemen that moment shall fall, 
MTien its stars shall bo trailed on the ground. 


A few nights afterward I was sent 
for to see a person in the station-house 
in my city. 
I went, and found there 
the author of " E Pluribus Unum," pale 
and trembling from the effects of a 
terrible 
debauch, covered with 
filth 
and his clothes almost torn off him. 
I 
spoke kindly to him, told him how that 
vast audience, b u t a day or two ago, 
had been inspired to patriotic dut}- by 
his songs. 
H e clasj^ed his hands to his 
eyes 
and 
exclaimed: 
"Great 
God! 
what a wreck I have made of myself!" 
bent over me and wejDt like a child, 
promising by all that was sacred that 
he would reform. 


With the aid of some friends he was 
taken out and cared for in a way his 
l^itiful 
condition 
demanded. 
New 
clothes 
were 
obtained, 
a 
pleasant 
boarding house found, and for a few 
weeks he was himself again, endeavor- 
ing to establish himself again in his 
profession. 
But, alas! 
the chain of 
appetite 
was too strong—it 
shortly 
dragged 
him down 
to his grave.—• 
Texas 
Sifiings.

A sad reminder of the great blizzard 
of two years ago, says a New York let- 
ter to the Baltimore American, 
is the 
mental condition of a man living in the 
fashionable part of Lexington 
avenue, 
not 
far from

This man had an only son, who went 
out in a boat the day before the bliz- 
zard came, for a sail down the bay. 
The boat was never heard of after that, 
and the young man probably was lost. 
Yet the father did not lose hope. 
I>ay 
after day he waited for news of his 
son's rescue.

sel had picked the little boat u p or by 
some other means the boy's life was 
saved. 


The body not having been found the 
man could not believe the boy dead. 
For weeks he waited to hear some news, 
but none came.

this day the old man, whose mind is al- 
most a wreck, expects at the least noise 
in the block to hear that his son has 
been found.

April, 1639, one Mr. Gar- 
»rard, or "Gossip Garrard" 
las 
he 
was 
commonly 
' called, wrote a 1 etter from 
VTiondon to the E a r l of 
Str'aford, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant 
of 
Ireland, 
in 
which he said: 
" I can- 
not omit to® mention 
any 
new thing that comes u p 
among us, though 
never 
so trivial. 
Hers is one 
Captain Baily; he hath 
been a sea captain, 
b u t 
now lives on 
the 
land 
about this city, where he 
tries 
experiments. 
He 
hath 
erected, 
according 
to his ability, some four 
hackney-coaches, put his 
men in livery, and ap- 
pointed them to stand 
at 
the 
M a y p o l e 
i n 
t h e 
Strand, giving them in- 
structions at what rate to carry men 
into several parts of the town, 
where 
all day they may be had. 
Other hack- 
ney-men seeing this way, flocked to the 
same place, and performed their jour- 
neys at the same rate; 
so that 
some- 
times there is twenty of them together, 
which disperse u p and down, that they 
and others are to be had 
everywhere, 
as watermen are to be had at the water- 
side. 
Everybody is much pleased with 
it, for, whereas, before coaches 
could 
not be had b u t at great rates now a 
man may have 
one much 
cheaper." 
Garrard was mistaken about the uni- 
versal popularity of the scheme, for it 
is on record that many of the trades- 
men protested against it. 
They 
said 
that when ladies and gentlemen walked 
the streets they had time to stop 
and 
make purchases, but now they 
were 
whisked by in hackney-coaches 
they 
did not have either a chance to inspect 
the 
goods 
or buy them. 
Lodging- 
house keepers on the principal 
streets 
also complained that the noise made 
by the new vehicles drove their tenants 
to seek quieter quarters elsewhere. 


Attention and Memory. 


A good memory is so very useful and 
desirable a thing that 
persons 
who 
profess to teach artificial systems of 
memorizing easily obtain attention and 
profitable 
patronage ; 
but 
there 
is 
really no such thing as an "artificial 
memory," nor even as an artificially 
assisted memory. 
Many people would 
undoubtedly 
have 
better 
memories 
than they now have if, in their youth, 
or in their past life, they had under- 
stood the simple physiological 
princi- 
ples 
upon 
which 
the 
memory 
is 
founded. 


The most impjortant part of the mem- 
ory is the stowing away of things, not 
the bringing of them forth again ; and 
if people are careful during the period 
of life which is chiefly occupied 
in 
stowing away things to do this work 
with attention and thoroughness, and 
it they are able in after life to keep 
themselves in a fairly eood state of 
health and vigor, they are not likely to 
be troubled with poor memory. 


The first and most important element 
of memory is the taking of an impres- 
sion in such a way that it is likely to 
be retained ; the more sharp and vivid 
this impression is made, the more per- 
manent it is likely to be. 


Attention in taking in what we wish 
to learn, then, is the secret of remem- 
bering it afterward. 


Plenty of peoi>le who have very "poor 
memories," as the term is used, remem- 
ber certain things with great 
vivid- 
ness. 
Their deficiency is not so much 
that they cannot remember as that they 
cannot remember the right things. 


"I can recall," said a gentleman not 
long ago, "the exact outward appear- 
ance of my old brown-covered algebra 
on the day that the teacher took it out 
of my hand and hit me on the side of 
the head with it. 
I can remember that 
I had cut a triangular piece out of the 
leather at the lower right-hand corner 
of the front cover, and that the back 
cover was loosened half way u p ; but 
not one single thing that was between 
the covers of that book remains with 
me at this time." 


The explanation of this familiar phe- 
nomenon 
undoubtedly lies 
partly in 
the fact that the boy was much inter- 
ested in the circumstances attendirg 
the cuffing which he received, and the 
impleroent with which it was inflicted, 
but he was never interested at all in 
the contents of the algebra. 


It was in obedience to this principle 
that the custom arose in England—a 
custom continuing down to within the 
present century—of fixing and preserv- 
ing a general knowledge of metes and 
bounds 
by 
whipping 
boys close by 
them. 


Whenever a stake or a stone was 
placed to mark the boundary between 
towns or estates, and also at more or 
less regular intervals afterward, seve- 
ral boys were taken to the spot and | 
soundly beaten, their attention being 
meantime constantly directed to the 
boundary mark. 
It was believed that 
the boy so punished never forgot where 
the stake or stone was, and his testi- 
mony concerning it was always accept- 
ed in default of better evidence. 


To be thoroughly interested, indeed, 
is the surest way of implanting facts or 
words in the memory, and it is always 
within the power of the young, and of 
.those more advanced in yeai's as well, 
by paying patient, willing and intelli- 
gent attention to what they are reading 
or studying, to keep its essential feat- 
ures in nùnd through life. 


Noxious Moonlight. 


The injurious effect of moonlight is 
almost a ubiquitous belief, and, though 
an erroneous one in its literal sense, is 
founded upon experience which makes 
it probable that moonlight nights often 
coincide with atmospheric 
conditions 
that exercise a noxious influence upon 
day creatures, especially men, pigeons 
and horses. 


If the children of the Yucatan 
In- 
dians are playing outdoors in the even- 
ing, .their parents are 
sure to 
drive 
them in as soon as the moon rises, lest 
it should make them^. night-eyed and 
unfit for day labor. 
For similar rea- 
sons the French-Turcos screen their 
eyes with the fringe of their 
turbans 
during a moonlight march, and most 
sailors on 
a 
man-of-war endure the 
effluvia of a oock-pit, even in the trop- 
ics, rather than sleep on dec^ 
where 
the 
moon 
might shine 
upon 
their 
eyelids. 
; The Neapolitan beggars, who roam 
bare-headed through the streets in the 
glare of the noontide sun, are all pro- 
vided with little bags which they draw 
over their scalps like nightcaps, while 
they sleep on an open porch or among 
the ruins of the Pelazzo Vecchia, for 
iear that the moonlight should make 
them gray-haired, and the mountain- 
eers of the Jurajgo so far as to ascribe 
tlfeir goitres to the poor satellite. 
The same origin had, probably, th» 


frightful stories which the Greeks used 
to tell about their 
goddess, 
Hecate 
(one of the dozen api^ellations of the 
moon), who made the dogs howl if she 
entered a village upon her nocturnal 
rambles, poisoned crops that crossed 
her path, blighted flowers and petrified 
men and animals that met her ice-cold 
optic. 


I t is almost certain that the moon is 
as innocent of the cause of somnambu- 
lism as of lunacy, but there is no doubJ 
but that, even in summer time, the ai? 
of a chilly, moonlight night does not 
agree with a majority of men; and arm j 
officers know that two or three nighl 
expeditions exhaust veterans and old 
calvary horses that couldn't be knocked 
out by a dozen forced day marches 
it 
the hottest time of the dog-day season

Margaret Molloy was the 
daughter

tunes for the past thirty years. 


Born in County Mayo, Ireland, she 
came to this country when a little girl, 
and from that time almost up to the 
hour of her death her life was an event- 
ful one. 


The booming guns which marked the 
opening of the civil war were her wed- 
ding bells, for beneath the stars and 
stripes 
floating 
over 
Fo:5;t 
Sumter 
Margaret was married to one of the 
little band of soldiers comprising 
the 
command of Major Anderson, and when 
the garrison marched out of the fort 
they had so nobly defended, Margaret 
Moiloy marched with them. 


She was eighteen years of age then,' 
and through the long years of the civil 
war she followed the fortunes of thef 
First, caring for the sick and wounded,' 
nursing back to life many a soldier. 
who, but for her aid, Avould have filled 
an unmarked grave. 
For her services' 
Margaret Molloy more than once re-| 
ceived the thanks of the commanding 
General, and her name has found a fre- 
quent place in the army reports. 
' 


At the close of the war Margaret and 
her 
husband still remained with the 
First 
Artillery 
Kegiment, and 
with 
that command came to the Presidio 
in 1881. 


In February last her husband, John 
Molloy, 
Battery "C," died, and -vsas 
buried with military honors- 
He, too, 
was a native of Ireland, having been 
born in County AVestmeath 
fifty-four 
years ago. 
He had served 
longer 
in 
the First 
Artillery than 
any 
other 
soldier in the regimgnt, and his fune- 
ral was attended by all the officers 
stationed at the Presidio. 


And 
now Margaret 
Molloy's wish 
that her life should end has been ful- 
filled.—San 
Francisco 
Examiner.

Knoit-n Text—God Grvets Sinners as Joy- 
ously as I>id the Fatlier His Erring'Child. 


Dr. Talmage's sermon for Sunday, June 
15, was on the Prodigal Son, and his text, 
Luke 20. XV: "When he was yet a great 
•vyay c«[l'. his lather saw him, and had com- 
passion, and rnii. and fell on his neck and 
kissed him." Following is the sermon: 


One of the deepest wells tnat inspiration 
ever opened is this well of a panible which 
we can never exhaust. 
The parable I sup- 
pose, was founded on facts. I have de- 
scribed to you the going away of this prodi- 
gal son from his father's house, and I have 
showed you what a hard time he had down 
in the wilderness, and what a very great 
mistake it was for him to leave so beautiful 
a home for such a miserable desert. But he 
did not always stay in the wilderness; he 
came buck after a Avhile. We do not read 
that his mother came to greet him. I sup- 
pose she was dead. 
She would have been 
the first to come out. The father would 
have given tlie second kiss to the returning 
grodieal; the mother the first. It may have 
een for the lack of her example and pray- 
ers that lie became a prodigal. 
Sometimes 
the father does not know how to manage 
the children of the househbld. 
The chief 
work comes upon the mother. 
Indeed, no 
one ever gets over the calamity of losing a 
mother in early life. Still this young man 
was not ungreeted when he came back. 


HoAvever well appareled we may be in the 
morning when we start out on a journey, 
before night, what with the dust and the 
jostling, we have lost all cleanliness of ap- 
pearance. 
But this 
prodigal, when he 
started from the swine trough, was ragged 
and wretched, and his appcarance, after he 
had gone through days of journeying and 
exposure, you 
can more easily imagine 
than describe. As the people see this prodi- 
f 
al coming on homeAvard they wonder who 
e is. They say: "I wonder what prison 
he has broken out of. I wonder what lazar- 
etto he has escaped from. I wonder with 
what plague he will smite the air." Al- 
though these people may have been well ac- 
quainted with the family, yet they do not 
imagine that this is the very young man 
who went off only a little while ago with 
quick step, and ruddy cheek, and beautiful 
apparel. The young man, I think, walks 
very fast. He looks as though he Avere in- 
tent upon something A'ery important. The 
people »top. They look at him. They won- 
d. r where he came from. They wonder 
where he is goinc: to. 


You have heard of a son who went off to 
sea anTi never returned. 
All the people in 
the neighborhood thought the sou Avould 
not return, but the parents came to no such 
conclusion. 
They Avould go by the hour, 
and day, and sit upon the beach, looking 
off upou the water, expecting to see the 
sail that AVOUU bring home the long-absent 
boy. And so I think this father of my text 
sat under the vine looking out tOAvard the 
road on Avhich his son had departed; but 
the father has chixnged very much since we 
saw him last. 
His hair has become AA'hite, 
his cheeks are furroAved, his heart is 
broken. 
"What is all his bountiful table to 
him Avhen his son m a y b e lacking 
bread? 
What is all the splendor of the wardi'obe of 
that homestead Avhen the son may not haA'e 
a decent coat? 
What are all the sheep on 
that hillside to that father Avhen his pet lamb 
is gone ? Still he sits and Avatehes. looking 
out on the road, and one day he beholds a 
foot traveler. 
He sees him rise above the 
hill; first the head and after a while the en- 
tire body; and as soon as he gets a fair 
glance at him ho knoAvs it is his recreant 
son. Ho forgets the crutch, and the canc, 
and the stiffness of the joints, and bounds 
away. I think the people all around Avere 
amazed. 
They said: "It is only a foot-pad. 
It is only some old tramp of the'road. Don't 
go out to meet him." The father knew bet- 
ter. 


The change in the son's appearance could 
not hide the marks by Avhich the father kneAV 
the boy. You know that persons of a great 
deal of independence of character are apt 
to indicate it in their Avalk. For that reason 
the sailor almost always has a-peculiar step, 
not only becaiise he stands much on ship- 
board amid the rocking of the sea, and he 
has to balance himself, but he has for the 
most part an independent character, which 
would shoAV in nis gait even if he never 
wont on the sea; and we knoAv from what 
transpired before that this prodigal son was 
of an independent and frank nature, and I 
suppose that the characteristics of his mind 
and heart Avere the characteristics of his 
Avahc. And so the f.-it her knew him. He 
puts out his 
withered 
arms 
toAvard 
him; he brings his AA'rinkled face against 
the pale cheek of his son; lie kisses the wan 
lips; hei*thanks God that the long agony is 
over. 
"When he was yet a great way olT, 
his father saAV him, and had 
compassion, 
and ran, and fell on his neck and kissed 
him," 


Olj. do you not recognize that 
Father? 
WhoVas it? ItAvasGod! I haA'e no sym- 
pathy with that cast-iron theology Avhich 
represents God as hard, severe and A'indic- 
tiA-e. God is a Father—kind, loving, len- 
ient, gentle, long-suffering, patient, and he 
flies to our immortal rescue. 
Oh, that we 
might realize it! A Avealthy lady in one of 
the eastern countries Avas going off for some 
time, and she asked her daughters for some 
memento to carry Avith lier. 
One of the 
daughters broujiht a marble tablet, beauti- 
fully 
inscribed; 
and another 
daughter 
brought a beautiful AA-reatli of flowers. The 
third daughter said: 
"Mother, I brought 
neither iloAvers nor tablet, but here is my 
heart. 
I have inscribed it all over with 
your name, and wherever you go it Avill go 
with you." The mother recognized it as 
the best of all mementoes. 
Oh, that our 
souls might go out tOAvard our Father—that 
our hearts might be Avritten all over with 
the evidences of His loving kindness, and 
that we might never again forsake Him. 


In the first place I notice in this text the 
father's eyesight; in the second place, I 
notice the father's haste; and, in the third 
place I notice the father's kiss. 


To begin; 
the fatiier's eyesight. 
"When 
he was a great Avay off his father saAA' him." 
You have noticed hoAV old people sometimes 
put a book off" on the other side of the light. 
They can see at a distance a great deal 
easier than they can close by. I do not 
know whether his father could sec Avell that 
which Avas near by, but I do knoAV he could 
see a great Avay oil'. "His father saw him." 
Perhaps he had been looking for the return 
of that boy especially that day. I do not 
knoAv but that he had been in prayer and 
that God had told him tliat that day the rec- 
reant boy would come liume. 
"The father! 
saw him a great Avay ofi." 
| 


I wonder if God's eyesight can descry us i 
when we are coming back to him ? The text i 
pictures our condition—Ave are a great way ! 
off. That young man Avas not farther off 
from his father's house, sin is not farther off" 
from holino.-^-s, hell is not farther off from 
heaven. th;in we have been by our sins 
SAvay from our God; aye, so far off that we 
could not hear His A'oice though A-ehemently 
He has called us year after year. I do not 
know what bud habits you may have formed 
or in what evil places you have been, or 
what false notions you may have 
enter- 
tained; but you are ready to acknoAvledge, 
If your heart has not changed by the grace 
of God, that you are a greatt way off—aye, ; 
so far that you cannot get back yourselves, i 
You would like to come back. Aye, this j 
moment you would start if it were not for . 
his sin, and that habit, and this disadvan- 
tace. 


But I am to tell you of the father's eye- i 
sight. 
"Ho saw him a ^reat Avay off." "He j 
has seen all your frailties, all your struggles ; 
all your disadvantages. 
He has been long- 
ing for your coming. 
He has not been look- 
ing at you with a critic's eye or a bailiff's 
eye, but with a father';^eye; and if a parent 
ever pitied a child God pities you. You say: 
"Oh, I had so many evil surroundings Avhen 
I started life." Your father sees it. You 
say: "I have so many bad 
surroundings 
now, and it is very difficult for mo to break 
away from evil associations." Your father 
sees it. and if you should start heavenAvard 
—as I oray you may—your father would not 
sit idly down and allow you to struggle on 
up towards him. 
Oh, no! Seeing you a 
g-eat way off he would flv to the rescue, 
ow long does it take a father to leap into 
the middle of the highway if his child be 
there, and a swift vehicle is coming and 
may destroy him? Five hundred times long- 
er than it takes our heavenly father to 
spring to the deliverance of a lost child. 
"When he was a great way off his father 
saw him." 


And this brings me to notice the father's 
haste. The Bible says he ran. No won- 
der! He did not know but that the young 
man would change his mind and go back. 
He did not know but that he would drop 
down 
from exhaustion. 
He did not 
know but that somethmg fatal might over- 
take him before he got up to the 
doorsill; 
and so the father ran. The- Bible for the 
most part speaks of God as walking. -"In 
the fourth watch of the night," it says. 
"Jesas came unto them walking on the sea." 
•He walketh upon the wings of the wind." 
Our first parents beard the voio;» of . the 


Lord, walking in the garden in the cool c« 
the day; but when a sinner starts for .God 
the Father rnns to meet him. 


Oh! if a man ever wants help it is when 
he tries to become a Christian. The worjd 
says to him; "Back Avith you. Have more 
spirit. Don't be hanipered with religion. 
Time enough yet. Wait until you get sick. 
Wait until you get old." Satan says: "Back 
with you; you are so bad that God will have 
nothing to do Avith you;" or, "You are good 
enough, and need no redeemer. 
Take 
thine ease, eat, drink and be merry." Ten 
thousand voices say: 
"Back with you. 
^.God is a hard master. The church is a 
I collection of hypocrites. 
Back into your 
sins; back to your evil indulgences; back 
to j'our prayerless pilloAV. 
The silliest 
thing that a young man eA^er does is tcf 
come home after he has been AA'andering.'" 
Oh! hoAv much help a nKin does Avant Avhen 
he tries to become a Christian! Indeed, 
tne prodigal cannot find his way home to 
his father's house alone. Unless some one 
comes to meet him he had better have 
stayed by the SAvine troughs. 


When the tide comes in you might more 
i easily with your broom SAveep back the 
j surges than you can drive back the ocean 
of your unforgi-ven transgressions. 
What 
I are Ave to do? Are Ave to fight the battle 
alone, and trudge on AA'ithno one to aid us, 
and no rock to shelter us, and no Avord of 
encouragement to cheer us? 
Glory be to 
God, Ave have in the text the 
announce- 
ment: 
"When he Avas a great Avay off his 
fatlier ran." 
When the sinner starts for 
God. God starts for the sinner. 
God does 
not come out Avith a SIOAV and 
hesitating 
pace. The infinite spaces slip beneath His 
feet, and He takes Avorlds at a bound, "The 
father ran." 
Oh, wonderful meeting, when 
God and the soul come together. 
"The 
father ran." You start for God and God 
starts for you, and you meet; and while the 
angels rejoice over the meeting, your long 
injured father falls upon your neck Avith 
attestations of compassion and pardon. 
Your poor, Avandering, sinful, polluted soul 
and the lOA'ing, the eternal father have met. 


I remark upon the fathei-'s kiss. "He fell 
on his neck," my text says, "and kissed 
him." It is not every father that would 
have done that 'Avay. Some Avould have 
scoldcd him, and said: "Here, y^u went off 
Avith beautiful clothes, but now you are all 
in tatters. You Avent off healthy, ana came 
back sick and Avasted Avith your dissipa- 
tions." He did not say that. The son, all 
haggered and ragged and filthy and 
Avretched, stood before his father. The 
father charged him Avith none of his wan- 
derings. He just received him. He just 
kissed him. 
His Avretchedness Avas a rec- 
ommendation to that father's loA'e. Oh, 
that father's kiss! HOAV shall I describe 
the love of God?—the ardor Avith which He 
receives a sinner back again? 
Give me a 
plummet with which I may fathom this sea. 
GlA'e me a ladder Avith Avhieli I can scale tliis 
height. 
Give me Avords with which I can 
describe this loA-e. The apostle says in one 
place, "unsearchable;" in another, 
"past 
linding out." Height OA-ertopping all height; 
depth plunging beneath all depth; breadths 
compassing all immensity. 


Oh, this love; God so LOA-ed the Avorld. 
He loves you. Don't you believe it? Has 
He not done everything to make you think 
so? He has given you life, health, triends, 
home—the use of your hand, the sight of 
your eye. He has strcAvn your path with 
mercies. He has fed you, clothed you, de- 
fended you, loved you, importuned you all 
your life long. Don't you belieA'c he loves 
you ? Why, if noAv you should start tip from 
the wilderness of your sin He Avould throAv 
both arms around you. To make you be- 
lieve that He loves you He stooped to man- 
ger and cross and sepulchre. With all the 
passions of His holy nature roused He 
stands before you to-day, and Avould coax 
you to happiness and Heaven. Oh, this 
father's kiss! There is so -much meaning 
and loA'e and compassion in it; so much 
pardon in it; so much heaven in it. I pro- 
claim Him the Lord God, merciful, gracious 
and long suff'ering, abundant in sroodness 
and truth. Lest you Avould not belieA'C Him, 
He goes up Golgotha, and Avhile the rocks 
are rending, and the graves are opening, 
and the mobs are hoAvling, and the sun is 
hiding. He dies for you. See Him! See 
Him on the Mount of Cruciiixion, the sweat 
on His broAv tincred Avith the blood exuding 
from His lacerated temples! See His eyes 
SAvimming in death! Hear the loud breath- 
ing of the suff'erer as He pants with the 
world on His heart! Hark to the fall of 
blood from brow and hand and foot on the 
rocks beneath—drop! drop! drop! Look at 
the nails! 
HOAV AA'ide the Avounds are! 
Wider do they gape as His body comes 
down upon 
them. Oh, this crucifixion 
agony! Tears melting into tears. Blood 
floAving into blood. Darkness dropping on 
darkness. Hands of men joined Avith hands 
of devils to tear apart the quiA'cring heart 
of the Son of God! 


Oh, AA-ill He never speak again? 
W'ill that 
crimson face never light up again? 
He AA^II 
speak again; while the blood is suffusing 
His brow, and reddening His cheek, and 
gathering on nostril and lip, and you think 
He is exhausted and cannot speak. He cries 
out until all the ages hear Him, 
"Father, 
forgive them, they knoAV not Avhat they do!" 
Is there no emphasis in such a scene as 
that to make your dry eyes Aveep and your 
hard heart break? 
Will you turn your back 
upon it, and say by your actions Avhat the 
Jews said by their AVords: "His blood be 
on us, and on our children?" 
What does it 
all mean, my brother, my sister? 
Why, it 
means that for our lost race there A\-as a 
father's kiss. 
Love brought Him doAvn. 
Love opened the gate. Love led to the 
sacriilce. LOA'C shattered the grave. 
Love 
lifted Him up in resurrection. 
SoA-ereign 
loA-e! 
Omnipotent 
love! 
Inlinite 
love! 
Bleeding love! EA'crlasting love!

Wby Enrelopes 
are Redeemed and 
^itamps a^ 
Sbiné people have an ídéá that thé 
Government redeems postage 
stamps 
•when from any cause they become un- 
fit for use or are difficult to use. F r e - 
quently sheets of stamps 
are stuck to- 
gethei', or are torn or injured. T h e 
loss, if any, 
falls upon the owner, as 
the Government refuses to assume any 
responsibility of stamps when once sold. 
The 
agents of t h e Government, the 
Postmasters, can redeem stamps which 
they have for sale, if through 
any ac- 
cident they become unfit for use. ' B u t 
when the citizen buys a stamp he either 
uses it in the legitimate .vay or else he 
is out the value of the stamp. 


The Government, however, 
redeems 
stamped envelopes. 
If one should hap- 
pen to be misdirected or should become 
blotted, or for any reason a person 
should wish to tear open a stamped en- 
velope after he has sealed it for mail- 
ing, he can bring it to the Post Office 
and get a brand 
new 
envelope in its 
place. 
The reason for this difference 
in the treatment of the 
adhesive stamp 
and the stamped 
envelope is that the 
adhesive stamp can be used 
and then 
washed and passed as good, unless a 
careful scrutiny is made. If the Gov- 
ernment should 
begin the practice of 
redeeming adhesive stamps, the oppor- 
tunities for fraud would be increased. 
Then the adhesive stamps are manufac- 
tured at a cost to t h e Government, 
which the stamped envelope is not. The 
stamps are furnished to the public at 
the face value, and out of this has to 
come the cost of manufacture, 
but in 
the case of stamped envelopes they are 
sold at their face value, plus the cost of 
manufacture.—Washington Star.

Don't try to remove dust with cold 
water; give your face a hot bath, using 
plenty of good soap, then give it a 
thorough rinsing with water that has 
had the chill taken off of it. 


Don't rub your face with a coarse 
towel; just remember it is not made of 
cast-iron, and treat it as you would tlie 
finest porcelain—gently and delicately. 


Don't use a siDOnjie, or linen rag 
for your face; choose instead a flannel 
one. 


Don't believe 
ou can get rid of 
wrinkles by iilliug in the crevices Avith 
powder. 
Instead 
give your face a 
Russian bath every night; that is, to 
bathe it with water so hot that yon 
wonder how you can stand it, and then, 
a minute after, with cold water that will 
make it glow with warmth; dry it with 
a soft towel and go to bed, and you 
ought to sleep like a baby while your 
skin is growing firmer and coming from 
out of the wrinkles, and you are rest- 
ing.—Ladles Home

Womanliness is still the most attractive 
quality of woman. 


Women as Physicians. 


... JkJ 
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Every day brings 
n e w s of t h e ad- 
vancement of women, 
say the Boston 
Traveler. 
Slowly but surely they ive 
working their way into the various pro- 
fessions and trades and approaching that 
ideal 3f equity in work with men wliich 
the progressive woman has alAvays per- 
sistently cherished. 
The appointment 
of Miss Belle Smith—who, by the way 
is said to be only 23 years old—as resi- 
dent physician of the Woman's Prison 
at Sherborn, a position of great respon- 
sibility, is another evidence of the fact 
that in this couiitry women are advanc- 
ing, and advancing rapidly. In this 
connection it is interesting to note the 
Increasing number of women who are 
adopting the profession of medicine. 


Not many years ago the feeling pre- 
vailed among the unthinking people that 
women h^d no right to act as physicians; 
that by so doing they were guilty, not 
only of impertinent i ntrusion upon the 
execlusive province of the male prac- 
titioners, but of indelicacy and uuwo- 
manliness as well. It seems strange 
that this prejudice should have been 
entertained, for from time immemorial 
women have been regarded as ideal 
nurses. Is it a sign of the advance- 
ment or of the retrogression of men that 
while women are entering the mascu- 
line profession of medicine men are 
adopting the feminine work of nursing? 
And the difference between the func- 
tiozis of a nurse and phvsician is by no 
means a vast one, the physician's duties 
being, on the whole, rather more deli- 
cate than those of the nurse. 


Another consideration which favors 
the adinission of woirieii to medical 
practice,' and which, it would seem, 
ought to have outweighed all considera- 
tions against it, is the facc that they are 
peculiarly fitted to treat in certain cases 
the members of their own sex, and that 
they are gifted with a certain feminine 
intuition (a quality, strange as it may 
seem, used by Mr. Grant Allen as an 
argument af^ain at the higher education 
of women^ which would be inraltiAble 
to them in their diagnoses of those ner- 
vous'diseases which are rapidly increas- 
ing with the advance of onr civiliza- 
tion, the preasuce of the competition for 
cbnstenoei and^- the e/vev^growiag de- 
mands which are made upon the facili- 
ties of the mind. There is no doubt 


that in a few years women, instead of 
being admitted to the practice of medi- 
cine on sufferance, will hold legtimate 
and honorable places in this most im- 
portant and arduous profession. 


The Woman of tlie Futtiro. 


Combination among skilled women 
workers, says the English 
Illustrated 
Magazine, 
is increasing every day, 
though slowly, for women are naturally 
conservative, and they do not readily 
accept the principle of unionism. 
They 
have, many of them, suffered sorely 
from the effect of strikes, and though 
they realize that prolonged combina- 
tion, if carried out consistently, must 
improve their i30sition and in the long 
run raise their wages, never lose sight 
of the long period during which their 
employment must cease till their ulti- 
mate d e m a n d s a r e conceded. 
Added to 
which they do not forget the bitter 
feelings aroused—the bieach between 
employer and servant, and above all, 
that in a struggle such as a long strike 
must always be, it is only the strong 
who win; the weak ones go to the wall. 


All these things make women shy and 
slow to join a trade union, while the 
introduction of foreign labor in Eng- 
land and the increasing demand on ac- 
count of their cheapness, for foreign 
goods have made a much deeper im- 
pression on their minds than is gener- 
ally admitted. 
The skilled 
woman 
worker has, however, the security of 
knoAving that she can take uj) her stand 
with a greater chance of success, for 
with the best women workers, as with 
the men, the supply is scarcely in ex- 
cess of the demand. 
And were tech- 
nical instruction given to women a good 
deal of the better class work they can- 
not do would be carried out in England 
instead of being executed by French 
women who are trained for it in many 
technical schools which exist for women 
in France. 


In Scotland the question has been 
•warmly espoused by the women who 
work in Glasgow and Dundee, and the 
l^rospect of combining for the unskilled 
as well as the skilled workers is very 
much more promising than in England. 
Scotch women are more independent 
and self-reliant, added to which, though 
the pay is bad, their surroundings are 
less deteriorating than 
those of the 
London women, and their dwellings 
are better and rents are lower. 


The rapid increase of the population 
and the influx of people from the coun- 
try to the large towns makes the prob- 
lem of how to deal with unskilled fe- 
male labor every year more difficult. 
The education hitherto given to women 
in England is jjurely intellectual, and 
when a girl h a s j^assed the standard 
she at once goes into ihe ranks of the 
unskilled. If she can give time she 
may be ajjprenticed and Jeai'U a trade, 
but the number of girls who cau afford 
to do that are getting fewer every day. 
The few shillings a girl cau earn at 
once is too important an addition to the 
family income to be rejected, and as the 
majority of them marry while prac- 
tically children, neither the necessity 
of being apprenticed nor of joining a 
union appeals to them.

Tliresliing in Syria, 


On the outskirts of each village in 
Syria is a level space or ground of suf- 
ficent size to answer the requirements 
of the village, which is known by the 
name of the bayader, or threshing floor. 
Each farmer and peasant has his own 
particular portion marked off by a row 
of stones, and this portion is religiously 
handed down from father to son, and 
jealously guarded from encroachment. 
Hither the various crops are borne on 
the backs of camels or donkeys as soon 
as they are reaped in the fields, and 
they are there piled up into separate 
stacks to be threshed out in turns. 


The threshing is a long and tedious 
process, occupying several months. I t 
commences about the beginning of June 
and often is not completed till the end 
of September, or even in some easel 
till the middle of. October. 
During al 
his time the threshing floor presents a 
lively, busy and picturesque scene. The 
process is a very primitive one, being 
identical with that which was in vogue 
in the times of Old Testament history. 
Nay,the hieroglyphic representations on 
Egyptian monuments show that the same 
method was adopted by the farmers of 
Egypt at least 5,000 years ago. A flat 
board, something like the bottom of a 
sleigh, with small sharp pieces of basalt 
firmly let into its under sides, is driven 
round and round upon the surface of 
the corn, which is spread ont in a circle 
of from 6 to 20 yards la .; diameter. A 
boy rides on the board and drives the 
horse or oxen as the case may be. 
Meanwhile one or two men stand in the 
middle, and with threa-prdnged wooden 
forks turn the com over so as-to expose 
all portions equally to the action of the 
threshing board.

heathen faiths and all ancient and 
modern philosophies, how is it that the 
whole army of unbelief 
concentrate 
their assailments against Divine Sov- 
ereignty in the word of God, and yet 
are ready to oppose and land those 
systems which exhibit the same thing 
in greater degrees and without mitiga- 
tion?" 


In summing up the case the writer 
notes two 
facts which 
differentiate 
Christianity from all antagonistic sys- 
tems. Thè first is this: 
That wlìile 
the religion of the Bible represents God 
as the originator and providential con- 
troller of creation, it yet asserts and 
respects the freedom of the will—which 
Hinduism does not, which Buddhaism 
does not, 
which Mohammedanism does 
not, which materialism does not. Not 
only the Gospel, but our own reason 
tells us that the Creator must proceed 
on an orderly plan. 
At the same time 
both human consciousness and the 
Bible affirm that we are free to act ac- 
cording to our will. How these things 
are to be reconciled we know uot, sim- 
ply because we are finite while God is 
infinite. The other chief differential 
which Christianity presents in contrast 
with the fatalism of false creeds is this, 
that while sin and death abound, as all 
must see, the Gospel alone reveals a 
superabounding grace. 


We prefer faith to pessimism ; incar- 
nate love to the blind tyranny of "un- 
conscious will." 


Honesty micl Conventionality. 


The root meaning of conventionality 
is a bi-inging together of the best 
forces of the head and heart to devise 
methods by wliich we may meet sub- 
ject to common laws; our I social status 
is maintaiiied among our kind by our 
knovvledge and interpretation of these 
laws. He who sees a conflict between 
conventionality and honesty bears the 
same relation to the social world that 
the anarchist does to the political; lie 
objects to obeying laws that trammel 
his will. 


There is no greater 
evidence of 
crudity than a belief that a declaration 
of an honest opinion is always in order, 
and that science is conceit. 


That is regarded as a sixth sense by 
some, and if we stop to analyze it we 
would say that it was a perfect balance 
of hoiiesty and conventionality, for the 
tactful person is of too high au order to 
be untruthful, and of too kindly a na- 
ture to be unconventional. 
It is this 
balance that endows him with that atti- 
tude that lifts him above the mass of 
men. 
The woman who thinks it neces- 
sary to tell another that she has "gone 
oli five years in one" is certainly hon- 
est, but she is not conventional, even 
though she can quote tlie written laws 
of every book on etiquette, and accepts 
all new acquaiiilances on the basis of 
the "rules for the use of cards." We 
endure her when forced to meet her, 
but we do not make opportunities for 
that ])rivilege, nor value her the higher 
because she is perfectly honest. 


Conve'itionality is to society what the 
criminal law is to the'world at large, 
and should be so applied that the per- 
son who robs society of the possibility 
of pleasant intercourse, of graceful act 
and speech, of the power to meet im- 
personally, should be kept out by the 
combined efforts of those who believe 
that kindliness is the foundation of so- 
cial intercourse. — Christian 
Union. 


Ancient Hosts and Hostelrlas in New "Sork 
The earliest record of an English 
hostelry that our printed 
documents 
afford is of the King's Head, kept by 
one Roger Baker, where committees of 
the Council and Assembly of the pro- 
vince met for conference, according to 
the journal of the latter body, on the 
twenty-ninth day of August, 1701. 
Subsequent entries show that 
these 
meetings were of frequent occurrence, 
and always at taverns. 
Although the 
City Hall afforded abundant accommo- 
dation, the gentlemen preferred, after 
the fashion of the day, to negotiate over 
the social board. 
The King's 
Head 
appears to have stood in "Queen street, 
without the fortifications," on a location 
which may be now precisely 
described 
as the northwest corner of Pearl and 
Liberty streets. The sign was the head 
of William of Orange, of "glorious and 
immortal memory," then near the close 
of his reign. 
IBaker's rival in the 
patronage of the gentry was one Gabriel 
Thompson who kept the White Lion, 
t h e 
site of 
which has not 
b e e n 
handed down. 
His name, with t h e 
mention of his occupation, is found as 
early as 1G83. 
Besides the King's 
Head and the White Liion, the name of 
only one other tavern sign 
between 
1700 and 1730 has been preserved, that 
of the Boot. 
On tlie other hand, the 
names of keei^ers of t a v e r n s are con- 
stantly met with in official documents. 
Henry Swift appears as the host who 
provided the dinner given to Lord 
Lovelace on his arrival to the command 
of the i^rovince — an entertainment 
w h i c h cost t h e s u m of forty-six i?ounds 
seven shillings and sixpence, which 
must have been the eiiuivalent of an 
enormous quantity of "bread and sack" 
at the prices of the time. 
Of the other 
ancient hosts the names only 
have 
come down of Bernard Hardenbrook, 
Elizabeth Jourdain, who entertained 
the Council and "lodged Her Majesty's 
soldiers," and the widoAv Post, of the 
family of butchers and tavern-kee23ers. 
which appears for a century in our 
annals. —Harper's Magazine. 


Calviniliii iiiKl Fatalism. 


In the Homiletic 
Review 
for June 
the Rev. Dr. Ellin wood has an able and 
1 interesting article on "Calvinism and 
Fatalism." 
Referring to the reiterated 
objection urged by modern unbelievers 
against Calvinism that is fatalistic, he 
proves triumphantly by a careful re- 
view of all the un-Christian and anti- 
Christian philosophies a n d (so-called) 
religions t h a t 
without exception they 
are worse in t h e very matter objected to 
than Calvinism itself. 


Commencing 
with 
Hinduism Dr. 
Ellin v.ood quotes from the Code of 
Mana certain passages wich teach u n - 
adulterated fatalism, together with the 
inevitable and irremediable mferiority 
of woman—doctrines which for ages 
have marked and pa-ralyzed Hindoostan. 
Passing to Buddhism, he demonstrated 
that this introduces an even more ag- 
gravated fatalism into human life. He 
then turns to Mohammedanism and 
finds here a doctrine of fixed fate, clear, 
express, emjjhatic, "Kismet" 
("It is 
lated") is the exclamation of despair 
Avith which a Moslem succumbs to ad- 
versity, and often dies without an effort 
to recover. 
"With the lower forms of 
religious belief," remarks the doctor— 
"fetich worship, serpent worship,demon 
worship—the case is still worse. The 
deities that are recognized as these rude 
faiths are generally TDoalevolent beings 
who have fixed an" evil fate upon men 
and whose active and continued function 
it is to torment them." 


So with all the types of Pantheism- 
These are without exception grossly 
fatalistic. 
They make God not only 
the author of sin, but thè sinner. Our 
misdeeds are not our acts, but God's. 
Spinoza, while boasting: that he had 
turned the devil out of doors, at the 
same time shut fate in. 
; Nor is the «t^se any.. better with mfi- 
terialiàm. 
" There is a sense in which 
all forms of materialism are fatalistic |n 
their relation to moral re/jponsibilitjr, 
James Bnechner assures ns that 'what 
are calléd man's soul aud mind are hoW 
almost universally conceded as equiv- 
alent to a function of the substance of 
the brain.' 
Walter Badgelot suggests 
that the newW born child has his des- 
tiny inscribed n p ^ his nervons tissues. 
Mr" Buckle affirms that certain . nnder- 
lying bat indefinable laws of society, as 
indicated by statistics, control hnman 
action irrespective of choice or moral 
responsibility." 


"Dr. Ellen wood thus tontinues: "If 
we have been correct in thus tracing an 
element ;of fatalism through aJl the 
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street-Car Politeness. 


It is not an unususl comment of visit- 
ing foreigners that we Americans are 
lacking in politeness—not in our homes 
or society, but out of doors. 
Amex'icans 
jostle each other on the street, stare 
stranger's o u t of countenance, a r e quick 
and i^eremptoi-y in transacting business, 
and in a hundred other ways lack that 
courteous air which distinguishes ordi- 
nary Hie abroad. 


No gentleman in Continental Europe 
ever enters or leaves a sho}) without 
raising his hat and bowing, and it is an 
invariable custom to salute fellow-guests 
at the table d'hote, although everyone 
may be personally unknov/n. 


Bakers' and butchers' boys in Paris, 
ignorant and ragged though they may 
be, salute as they pass, and each is ea- 
ger to yield the right of way. In the 
great apartment houses every lodger 
bows and passes the time of day on 
meeting any other lodger, and even a 
gendarme says "sir" when asking you to 
"move on." 


This courtesy is a trait of the Latin 
races. We of Anglo-Saxon lineage may 
be braver or more honest, but we are 
certainly not polite to strangers. 


Perhaps there is nothing in which 
we are more ill-bred than in our street- 
car manners. There, it is every one for 
themselves. 
In Mexico, we might 
learn something on this score. 


"The manners of the people of G u a - 
dalajara," says a recent traveler, "are 
in keeping with the cheerfulness and 
friendliness of the city. 
Imagine your- 
self entering a street-car in any city of 
the United States, 
taking your seat, 
bowing, hat in hand, to your fellow- 
passengers, none of whom you have 
eVer before seen. 
Then suppose your- 
self arrrived at your destination. You 
rise, smile a friendly farewell to the car 
in general, shake hands with the con- 
ductor. and with a polite inclination of 
the head, take leave of the driver. The 
number of times I have witnessed such 
exhibitions of politeness convince me 
that it is one of the customs of the 
country."

A Thrifty Negro Who Buried $4,000 and 
I>ie<i Without Telling: Where. 


In the old ante-bellum days, 
when 
our people lived in peace and plenty, 
the village of Saleni, Oconee County, 
was a flourishing little town of several 
hundred inhabitants. 


Forty or fifty years ago Salem was a 
resort for the prominent -men of all that 
section contiguous to the place, com- 
prising 
portions of 
Ocanee 
(then 
Clarne), 
Morgan, 
Green aud Ogle- 
thorpe. A flourishing school of several 
hundred pupils was located there, and 
a few of the old men now living in that 
section spent their young days at this 
school. 
As the railroads were built in 
the country, Salem's citizens followed 
the wake of the iron horse, and her 
population gradually decreased.

Just at the approach of the late warj 
Free Lewis had in actual gold $4,000.

reporter, "had 
counted his money over time after time 
for old "Free Lewis," and he had just 
$4,000 at the beginning of the war," As 
the war was drawing nearer, and while 
yet the thunders of artillery were ready 
to peal forth at Fort Sumter, Lewis 
was suddenly taken ill one day and 
died in a few hours after his attack. 
In his dying breath he tried to tell his 
white friends where his money was, and 
all they could catch of the dying man's 
words Avere, ''money—in—ground." 


T h e thunders of w a r shook t h e heav- 
ens, a n d Salem's sons marched oft" to d o 
battle for their country. 
Gallantly 
they fought for t h e caiise of t h e ripfht, 
a n d many lost their lives for t h e South- 
ern Confederacy. 
T h e w a r over, tlie 
warriors returned to 
their 
desolate 
homes. 
T h e men of Salem, 
stripiied 
of their property, 
r e m e m b e r e d t h e 
Avords of "Free Lewis," and at once be- 
gan to work for the buried treasure. 
Knowing that Lewis had not a kinsman 
in the world and that the tinder Avould 
be entitled to the money, the men 
worked with all their might and ijower. 
Acre after acre was turned up by plow, 
shovel and pick, aud every rock was 
uijturned, but the treasui-e was never 
found. 
Years have passed away, whose 
flying periods have witnessed other ef- 
forts upon the part of Salem's people 
to discover the treasure, still the spot is 
unknown. 


To-day $4,000 lie hidden in the quiet 
little village of Salem, just beyond the 
picturesque Apalaehee lUver, in Oco- 
nee County, and "Free Lewis's" secret 
is sleeping in his humble grave with 
his mouldering remains. 
The memory 
of "Free Lewis" aud his treasure only 
exists in the minds of a few old people 
of that section, aud his name is rarely 
ever heard. 
That the treasure is 
buried in Salem no one doubts, but the 
exact spot no one knows.—Madison-

DEATH IN THE WINDS! 


A Terrible Cyclone Hwceiis Over an 


Illinois Town and Many 


are Hilled. 


EAULVILLE, III, Juno 21.—A terrible 


cyclone and cloud-burst occurred about 
live miles north of this city shortly after 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon which re- 
sulted in terrible loss of life and prop- 
erty, no less than fifteen people being 
killed and a number of houses and barns 
entirely demolished. The storm came 
from the southwest and swooped down 
on Field's school house, a ue ,s- building 
standing at the Four Corners, and tore 
it to pieces. At tho time there were but 
eight persons iu tho school room and all 
were instantly killed. Their 
bodies 


were carried some distance, fearfully 
braised and crushed. The names of 
those who perished iu the school house 
so far as kuowu are: Miss Maggie Mc- 
Bride, tho teacher; Edna Hunt, Jennie 
Eadley, Minnie Berry, Ada Rudolph, 
Lena Prentice, Carrie White, Peter 
Eeams. 


At Paw Paw tho storm carried every- 


thing with it and seventeen persons 
were killed. Twenty houses were torn 
to pieces and the eastern part of the 
town entirely wiped out. Some of the 
victims were carried hundreds of yards 
and mangled almost beyond recognition. 
The force of the cyclone was terrific. 
Nothing remains in its path but bare 
earth, huge trees being torn out and 
carried away. 


The scene when the tempest struck 


the town was full of horror. The village 
was enveloped in a black cloud and a 
fearful roaring was heard. In an in- 
stant the air was full of flying wood and 
timbers and as the tempest passed 
quickly over, it was seen that tho town 
had suffered a fearful stroke. Not a 
thing was left standing in the pathway 
of the cyclone, and where once stood a 
score of comfortable homes, there were 
now but scattered ruins. The names of 
tho persons killed cannot yet be learned 
as the telegraph 
wires were blown 


down and there is no communication 
with Paw Paw save by carrier. At

Earlville, search was still going on late 
last night for tho bodies of sonic of 
those who perished in the school house 
as soon as tho downpouring subsided BO 
that it was possible to get out, those 
living near came to the rescue and 
worked like heroes iu the search for the 
dead and dying and iu the rescue of 
horses and stock 
carried 
into 
tho 


streams. At the school house Jacob 
Eudolph was tho first on the scene, and 
in crossing a swollen stream between 
his residence and the school house he 
was carried down and only saved him- 
self by grasping an overhanging limb of 
a willow hedge. 
AVhilo yet in tho water 


the bodies of Miss McBrido and a little 
girl lloated 
doAvn to ' him and all 


were taken 
out 
together. Search- 


ing 
parties 
from 
the 
immediate 


neighborhood are now engaged in the 
hunt .for 'the bodies, and others from 
this city have endeavored to reach the 
scene, but have been forced to turn 
back. Telegraph communications be- 
tween Earlville and Paw Paw have been 
cut off and it is not expected that trains 
from the north will bo able to reach 
here. Earlvillo is a village of a couple 
of 
thousand inhabitants in Lasalle 


county, Illinois, on tho Burlington and 
Quiuoy 
railroad, 
seventy-four miles 


south west of Chicago. 


Leaving tho school house at the Four 


Corners tho storm swept onward in a 
direction almost straight north, destroy- 
ing everything iu its path. Occasion- 
ally it lifted, but the whole country 
from near Earlville to Paw Paw, in Leo 
county, 
is marked with ruin. 
At 


least fifty farm 
houses nnd other 


buildings were wrecked 
and eight 


more 
persons 
killed, 
»nd 
all 


buildings, 
fences, 
orchards 
and 


crops wero ruined, and tho damage 
dono was very great. Even the forests 
•were unable to resist the terrible force 
of tho wind and lingo trees were torn up 
bodily or broken down as if they had 
been but reeds. The cyclone continued 
increasing in violence on its way until 
it reached the village of Paw Paw- 
Grove when the greatest destruction of 
property was caused. Paw Paw Grove 
is a village of about 400 inhabitants, in 
Leo county, ou the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy road, about thirty-eight 
miles west of Aurora. 


DIXON, 111., Juno 21.—A terrible 


cyclone passed through Leo county yes- 
terday afternoon, south of tho track 
taken by one of twelve years ago which 
wiped out tho town of Leo Centre. 
After a heavy storm of twenty-four 
hours, a heavy cloud was noticed in tho 
northwest, which soon developed into i 
terrible cyclone, which passed througl 
Sublette, taking over one-half of tho 
town. Churches, stores and dwellings 
in its path are reported entirely demol- 
ished.

derings about Jerusalem I found a couple 
of Turkish soldiers at each gate, and I 
noted that every chicken and ever}" head 
of lettuce that was carried into the city 
for sale paid a tax before it passed within 
the walls. I saw a fanner go in one day 
with a little donkey not bigger than a 
Newfoundland dog, loaded with about a 
bushel of gnarled olive roots. They were 
for fuel, and he expected to sell them for 
twenty-live cents in the market near Da- 
vid's tower. He was stopped and charged 
three cents duty before he was permitted 
to pass. Thus it is with everything sal- 
able. 


The Philistines had, by all odds, thc 


best lands in Palestine. The plains of 
Sharon have been worked ever since thc 
days of Abraham, and they produce the 
richest of crops to-day. The soil is a 
deep brown loam, and I found the farm- 
ers plowing when I visited it in May. 
The implements used were thc same as 
thosc of the time of Christ. 
There was 


thc wooden plow, with its point shod 
with iron and with its single handle, which 
the plowman held with one hand while he 
walked behind his donkey or ox. He 
had a long goad in the other hand,to stir 
up thc beast, and the words of the Scrip- 
ture about the man putting his hand to 
thc plow are applicable to this.

There are no big bank-barns in Pales- 


The grain is either kept in thc 
houses, and in some districts stowed away 
in tombs and caves, or packed down into 
boxes made of inud. The hills of Pales- 
tine arc full of caves, and thc houses of 
the people arc little better than holes cut 
into thc rock.

built against the sides of a hill, so that 
the hill forms one side of the house, and 
the cattle and sheep arc often kept in thc 
same room in which the people sleep.

To obtain light instantly without the 


use of matches, and obviating the dan- 
ger of setting things on fire, take an 
oblong vial of the clearest glass, put 
into it a piece of phosphorus the 
size of a pea, upon this pour some of 
the purest cotton-seed oil, heated to 
100 deg. centigrade, filling the vial 
about one-third full, then cork tightly. 
To use it, remove the cork and allow a 
little air to enter the vial, then recork 
it. The whole empty space in the 
bottle will then become luminous, and, 
if the bottle is clear and the solution 
made properly, the light obtained 
will nearly if not quite equal that of 
an ordinary lamp. As soon as the 
light grows dim, its brilliancy can be 
at one restored by reopening the bottle 
aud allowing a fresh supply of air to 
enter. In cold weather it may be nec- 
essary sometimes to warm the bottle 
by holding it between the hands to in- 
crcast the fluidity of the oil. Thus 
prepared, the bottle is good for sis 
months. The same coutrivanceis used 
by the watchmen of Paris iu all maga- 
zines where explosive or inflammable 
materials are stored. 


Food ami Poison.

side. Everybody is much pleased with 
it, for, whereas, before coaches could 
not be had but at great rates now a 
man may have one much cheaper." 
Garrard "was mistaken about the uni- 
versal popularity of the scheme, for it 
is ou record that many of the trades- 
men protested against it. They said 
that when ladies and gentlemen walked 
the streets they had time to stop and 
make purchases, but now they were 
whisked by in hackney-coaches they 
did not have either a chance to inspect 
the goods or buy them. 
Lodging- 


house keepers on the principal streets 
also complained that the noise made 
by the new vehicles drove their tenants 
to seek quieter quarters elsewhere. 


Attention and Memory. 


A good memory is so very useful and 


desirable a thing that persons who 
profess to teach artificial systems of 
memorizing easily obtain attention and 
profitable patronage; but there is 
really no such thing as an '"artificial 
memory," nor even as an artificially 
assisted memory. Many people would 
undoubtedly have better 
memories 


than they now have if, in their youth, 
or in their past life, they had under- 
stood the simple physiological princi- 
ples upon which 
the 
memory is 


founded. 


The most important part of the mem- 


ory is the stowing away of things, not 
the bringing of them forth again; aud 
if people are careful during the period 
of life which is chiefly occupied in 
stowing away things to do this work 
with attention and thoroughness, and 
if they are able in after life to keep 
themselves in a fairly cood state of 
health and vigor, they are not likely to 
be troubled with poor memory. 


The first and most important element 


of memory is the taking of an impres- 
sion in such a way that it is likely to 
be retained; the more sharp and vivid 
this impression is made, the more per- 
manent it is likely to bo. 


Attention in taking in what we wish 


to learn, then, is the secret of remem- 
bering it afterward. 


Plenty of people who have very ''poor 


memories," as the term is used, remem- 
ber certain things with great vivid- 
ness. Their deficiency is not so much 
that they cannot remember as that they 
cannot remember the right things. 


"I can recall," said a gentleman not 


long ago, "the exact outward appear- 
ance of my old brown-covered algebra 
on the day that the teacher took it out 
of my hand and hit me on the side of 
the head with it. I can remember that 
I had cut a triangular piece out of the 
leather at the lower right-hand corner 
of the front cover, and that the back 
cover was loosened half way up; but 
not one single thing that was between 
the covers of that book remains with 
me at this time." 


The explanation of this familiar phe- 


nomenon undoubtedly lies partly in 
the fact that the boy was much inter- 
ested in the circumstances attendirg 
the culling which he received, and the 
implement with which it was inflicted, 
but he was never interested at all in 
the contents of the algebra. 


It was in obedience to this principle 


that the custom arose in England—a 
custom continuing down to within the 
present century—of fixing and preserv- 
ing a general knowledge of metes and 
bounds by whipping boys close by 
them. 


Whenever a stake or a stone was 


placed to mark the boundary between 
towns or estates, and also at more or 
less regular intervals afterward, seve- 
ral boys were taken to the spot and 
soundly beaten, their attention being 
meantime constantly directed to the 
boundary mark. It was believed that 
the boy so punished never forgot where 
the stake or stone was, and his testi- 
mony concerning it was always accept-1 
ed in default of better evidence. 


To be thoroughly interested, indeed, | 


is the surest way of implanting facts or I 
words in the memory, and it is always j 
within the power of the young, and of 
those more advanced in years as well, I 
by paying patient, willing and intelli- 
gent attention to what they are reading 
or studying, to keep its essential feat- 
ures iu mind through life. 


Noxious Moonlight. 


The injurious effect of moonlight is 


almost a ubiquitous belief, and, though 
an erroneous one in its literal sense, is 
founded upon experience which makes 
it probable that moonlight nights often 
coincide with atmospheric conditions 
that exercise a noxious influence upon 
•lay creatures, especially men, pigeons 
and horses.

ics, rather than sleep on deck where 
the moon might shine upon their 
eyelids.

' A new-made grave in the National 
Cemetery, Presidio, mat'ks the last 
resting-place of Margaret Molloy. 


There is not a soldier who has served 


iu the First Artillery Regiment during 
the past thirty years who did not know 
and love the woman whose life lias just 
gone out. 


Margaret Molloy was the daughter 


of the First. She had followed its for- 
tunes for the past thirty years. 


Born in County Mayo, Ireland, she 


came to this country when a little girl, 
and from that time almost up to the 
hour of her death her life was an event- 
ful one. 


The booming guns which marked the 


opening of the civil war were her wed- 
ding bells, for beneath the stars anil 
stiipes floating over Fo£t Sumter 
Margaret was married to one of the 
little band of soldiers comprising the 
command of Major Anderson, and when 
the garrison marched out of the fort 
they had so nobly defended, Margaret 
Molloy marched with them. 


She was eighteen years of age then, 


and through the long years of the civil 
war she followed the fortunes of the* 
First, caring for the sick and wounded, 
nursing back to life many a soldier 
who, but for her aid, would have filled 
an unmarked grave. For her services 
Margaret Molloy more than once re- 
ceived the thanks of the commanding 
General, and her name has found a fre- 
quent place in the army reports. 


At the close of the war Margaret and 


her husband still remained with the 
First Artillery Regiment, and with 
that command came to the Presidio 
in 1881. 


In February last her husband. John 


Molloy, Battery "C," died, and was 
buried with military honors. He, too, 
was a native of Ireland, having been 
born iu County Westmeath fifty-foui 
years ago. He had served longer it 
the First Artillery than any othei 
soldier in the regimgnt, and his fune 
ral was attended by all the officers 
stationed at the Presidio.

Why Envelopes 
are Redeemed and 


Stamps are Not; 


Some people have an idea that the j 


Government redeems postage stamps ! 
when from any cause they become uu-! 
fit for use or are difficult' to use. Fro- j 
quently sheets of stamps are stuck to- i 
gether, or are torn or injured. The! 
loss, if any, falls upon the owner, as j 
the Government refuses to assume any I 
responsibility of stamps when once sold, j 
The 
agents of the Government, the i 


Postmasters, can redeem stamps which i 
they have for sale, if through any ac- j 
cident they become unfit for use. 
But j 


when the citizen buys a stamp he either .• 
uses it in the legitimate .vay or else he 
is out the value of the stamp. 


The Government, however, redeems 


stamped envelopes. If one should hap- 
pen to be misdirected or should become | 
blotted, or for any reason a person j 
should wish to tear open a stamped en- j 
velope after he has sealed it for mail- j 
ii;g, he can bring it to the Post Office 
and get a brand new envelope in its 
place. The reason for this difference 
in the treatment of tho adhesive stamp 
and the stamped envelope is that (lie 
adhesive stamp can be used and then • 
washed and passed as good, unless a j 
careful scrutiny is made. If the Gov-' 
eminent should begin the practice of 
redeeming adhesive stamp*, the oppor- 
tunities for fraud would be increased. 
Then the adhesive stamps are manufac- 
tured at a cost to the Government, 
which the stamped envelope is not. The 
stamps are furnished to the public at 
the face value, and out of this has to 
come the cost of manufacture, but in 
the case of stamped envelopes they are 
sold at their face value, pins the cost of 
manufacture.—Washinyton Star.

Women as Physicians. 


Every day brings news of the ad- 


vancement of women, say the Boston 
Traveler. Slowly but surely they tve 
working their way into the various pro 
fessions and trades and approaching tha 
ideal 3f equity in work with men which 
the progressive woman has always per 
sistently cherished. The appointmeul 
of Miss Belle Smith—who, by the waj 
is said to be only 23 years old—as resi 
dent physician of the Woman's Prison 
at Sherborn, a position of great resuon 
sibility, is another evidence of the fac" 
that in this country women are advanc 
ing, and advancing rapidly. In this 
connection it is interesting to note the 
Increasing number of women who arc 
adopting the profession of medicine. 


Rot many years ago the feeling pre 


vailed among the unthinking people tha 
women h°d no right to act as physicians; 
that by so doing they were guilty, not 
only of impertinent i ntrusion upon the 
execlusive province of the male prac- 
titioners, but of indelicacy and unwo- 
manliness as well. It seems strange 
that this prejudice should have bein 
entertained, for from time immemorial 
women have been regarded as ideal 
nurses. Is it a sign of the advance- 
ment or of the retrogression of men that 
while women are entering the mascu- 
line profession of medicine men are 
adopting the feminine work of nursing? 
And the difference "between the func- 
tions of a nurse and phvsiciaii is by no 
means a vast one, the physician's duties 
being, on the whole, rather more deli- 
cate than those of the nurse. 


Another consideration which favors 


the admission of women to medical 
practice,' and which, it would seem, 
ought to have outweighed"all considera- 
tions against it, is the fact that they are 
peculiarly fitted to treat in certain cases 
the members of their own sex, and that 
they are gifted with a certain feminine 
intuition (a quality, strange as it may 
seem, used by Mr. Grant Allen as an 
argument against the higher education 
of women; which would be invaluable 
to them in their diagnoses of those ner- 
vous "diseases which arc rapidly increas- 
ing with tho advance of our civiliza- 
tion, the pressure of the competition for 
existence, and tho ever-growing do 


tton, if carried out consistently, must 
improve their position and in the long 
run raise their wages, never lose bight 
of the long period during which their 
employment must cease till their ulti- 
mate demands are conceded. Added to ' 
which thev do not forget the bitter 
feelings aroused—the bieach between 
emuloyer and servant, and above all, 
that in a struggle such as a long strike 
must always lie, it is only the .strong 
who win; the v.eak ones go to the wall. 


All these things make women shy and 


slow to join a trade union, while the 
introduction of foreign labor in Eng- 
land and the increasing demand on ac- 
count of their cheapness, for foreign 
goods have made a much deeper im- 
pression on their minds than is gener- 
ally admitted. 
The skilled woman 


worker has, however, the security of 
know ing that she can take up her stand 
with a greater chance of success, for 
with the best women workers, as with 
the men, the supply is scarcely in ex- 
cess of the demand. 
And were tech- 


nical instruction given to women a good 
deal of the better class work they can- 
not do would be carried out in England 
instead of being executed by French 
women who are trained for it in many 
technical schools which exist for women 
in France. 


In Scotland the question has been 


•warmly espoused by the women who 
work in Glasgow and Dundee, and the 
prospect of combining for the unskilled 
as well as the skilled workers is very 
iiuch more promising than in England, 
icotch women are more independent 
and self-reliant, added to which, ;hough 
he pay is bad, their surroundings are 
ess deteriorating than those of the 
londou women, and their dwellings 


are better and rents are lower. 


The rapid increase of the population 


ind the influx of people from the coun- 
ry to the large towns makes the prob- 
em of how to deal with unskilled fe- 
nale labor every year more dillicult. 
Che education hitherto given to women 
n England b purely intellectual, and 
vhen a girl has passed the staiulnul 
she at once goes into the ranks of the 
mskilled. If she can give time she 
may be apprenticed and learn a trade, 
>ut the number of girls who can afford 
:o do that are getting fewer every day. 
The few .shillings a girl can earn at 
once is too important an addition to the 
ianiily income to be rejected, and as tho 
najority of them marry while prac- 
ically children, neither the necessity 
of being apprenticed nor of joining a 
union appeals to them.
